biggest row in years was precipitated

the common council last night and 
all without avail, for the “strong arm ” 
tactics as employed were clearly illegal 
and without the suspicion of a prece­ 
dent to give excuse for their existence. 
Little reoil 
humped 
up against 
a 
stone wall in the person of .Councilman 
John 
J, Hinder of ward two 
and he 
bumped with the inevitable result. He 
was badly disfigured and he left the 
chamber much resembling the bright 
youth 
whose parents 
had taken him 
aw ay 
from school 
a few years 
too 
soon. 
It all happened over the election of a 
chief of the 
fire departm ent. 
In the 
afternoon some of the wooden-headed 
strategists of the republican city com­ 
mittee 
went to 
Councilman 
Green­ 
wood 
of ward eight, 
the 
republican 
leader in 
the lower branch, 
and sug 
gested a proposition to him. 
They 
thought 
they 
had a good 
thing but 
while 
they were running along in the 
light direction they missed the point 
they were seeking to make and instead 
r f suggesting a proposition that would 
legally defer the election of a chief of 
the fire department, 
they asked him 
to move 
that the election be indefin­ 
itely postponed. 
Councilman Green­ 
wood couldn’t see his 
way 
clear to 
make any such motion and the strate­ 
gists went to Councilman Braden who 
knows almost as much about 
politics 
and the rules of procedure as Coun­ 
cilman Greenwood has forgotten. 
Bra­ 
den 
jumped at 
the chance to 
make 
himself good 
with 
the party and ac­ 
cordingly made tin* motion, which was 
carried by a vote of 16 to IO, despite tire 
fact that the proposition to indefinitely 
postpone 
an election provided for by 
the 
city charter, is clearly illegal. 
After this extraordinary motion had 
been passed other business was trans 
acted and 
during 
a lull 
Councilman 
Pinder moved to proceed to the elec­ 
tion of a fire chief. 
"You're out of order,” said President 
Adams. 
“Why so?” asked Councilman Pinder. 
“Because the m atter has been indefi­ 
nitely postponed,” said the president, 
“But other business has been tra n s­ 
acted since that motion was passed 
and an indefinite postponement may 
mean 
IO minutes or IO years,” 
said 
Councilman Binder. 
“You're out of 
order. 
Councilman. 
You heard the motion to 
indefinitely 
postpone,” said President Adams. 
“W hat does ’indefinitely’ m ean 7“ In­ 
quired Councilman Pinder. 
It means for the rest of the year,” 
replied President Adams.

to adjourn was before the house and 
in the m ix-up which followed a recess 
was taken. 
After the recess the tro u ­ 
ble was continued and finally the re ­ 
publicans disgusted 
at the action of 
the president refused to vote on .an a p ­ 
peal from the derision of the chair by 
Councilman Roche, whose motion to 
refer the motion to indefinitely post­ 
pone the election of a chief of the fire 
departm ent to the city solicitor was 
ruled out of order. 
The appeal 
was 
sustained and the motion to refer to 
the city solicitor was carried.

of the cau se of sm all-pox, an achie ve­ 
m e n t w hich will b rin g Im m ortal r e ­ 
now n to B oston and will credit the 
pathological d e p a rtm e n t of the H a r ­ 
v ard M edical school w ith one of the 
g re a te st c o n trib u tio n s to m edical sci­ 
ence of th e age, w as an nou n ced last 
evening before the Boston Society of 
Medical Sciences a t the H a rv a rd M ed­ 
ical school by Dr. 
W illiam 
T ho m as 
C ouncilm an, 
S h a ttu c k 
professor 
of 
pathological a n a to m y In th a t In s titu ­ 
tion. 
It h as been determ ined th a t sm a ll­ 
pox Is caused by a 
m icro-o rgan ism , 
rep re se n ta tiv e of the low est form of 
anim al life, w hich serves to relate the 
disease w ith m alaria, and to 
d is tin ­ 
guish it from m an y o th e r Infectious 
diseases caused by m in ute 
form s 
of 
v eg etable life know n as bacteria. 
The 
a n n o u n c em en t is the outcom e of an in ­ 
v estig atio n conducted by Drs. C ouncil­ 
m an, G eorge B urgess M agrath, a s s is t­ 
a n t in pathology, and W a lte r R em sen 
BrinekernolT of th e city hospital staff, 
w ith the co -op eratio n of 
th e Boston 
bo ard of health, d u rin g the rec en t e p i­ 
dem ic of the disense in this city. 
T he larg est a m p h ith e a tre 
of 
the 
m edical school w as Jam m ed w ith m e m ­ 
b ers of the society, visiting p hy sicians 
and medical stud ents, who g ave the 
discoverers a trem en do us ovation, both 
before an d a fte r 
the 
reading of 
the 
report. 
A fter th e read in g of v a rio u s other 
m edical papers, Dr. C ouncilm an 
wag 
presen ted by Dr. H. C. E rnst, w ho p re ­ 
sided, as being one of the favored few r'prnan bodies ab out 
in this w orld who are able to offer the 
high est ad ditio n s to h u m a n know ledge. 
T he title of the report w as "T he A eti­ 
ology’ of S m all-pox.” 
Dr. C ouncilm an began by ex pressin g 
his th a n k s to the Boston B oard 
of 
H ealth, an d especially to Dr. D urgin, 
w hose liberal policy m ade it possible 


‘‘The best description of the bodies 
in the lesions h a s been m ade in J a n u ­ 
ary, 1902, by V aselevsky, a foreigner, 
who m ain tain ed 
the view, 
w hich 
is 
now disproved, th a t the cause of the 
disease w as due to the product* of cel­ 
lu lar degeneration. 
“In the first stag es of the w ork we 
had to stu d y th e p ro d u cts of the d is­ 
ease, nam ely, the filth of th e virus. 
This study, however, wa* not sufficient 
to d etec t the casual 
organ ism 
and 
yielded nothing. 
We then turn ed our 
atten tio n to the b acte ria In the v esi­ 
cles. m ak in g a n an atom ical stu d y of 
the lesions. 
F ro m n eg ativ e re s u lis of 
bacteria, we were convinced th a t the 
casual o rg an ism s w ere not 
bacteria. 
W e found o rg an ism s w ith p erfect p e r­ 
iods of developm ent." 
The discoverer then described

of sm allpox: F irst, the period of in­ 
cubation. followed by fever and delir­ 
ium, w hich lasts for three days, and 
finally, the typical eruption, w hich con­ 
tinues for a considerable time. 
D uring 
the following necondsry fever the p a ­ 
tient m ay e ith er recover or die. 
In 
the first lesions of th is period are found 
the first traces of 
th e vesicles under 
consideration. 
In m a n y cases the con­ 
te n ts of these vesicles become cloudy 
an d form In typical pustules.

smallpox, and with stained screens of 
patches of affected skin showed practl-* 
ally to the eye the life history of the 
protozoa, which he described In the theo- 
tieal report.

Southwlcks were his ancestors and per­ 


ished through their independence In em* 
bracing the Quaker faith. 
He Forwards photographs of a model 
bv J. Massey Rhird of New York and 
offers to place a monument costing not 
h ss than $40,000 on a pedestal 18 to 20 
feet high in Sal* rn common. 
The figures 
ar** to be 12 to lo feet high and Include a 
man and woman to represent the South* 
v/fcks. and a tiger, symbolical of Die 
ferocity of unbridled superstition. 
Mr. Ayer stipulates th at if the monu­ 
ment is of marble the city shall house 
it from Dec. I to March I each winter, 
and asks that he b* free to withdraw his 
offer if <h< monument 
when completed 
fails to meet his approval. 
Following the reading of the letter art 
order wa.s adapted for the appointm ent 
of a special committee to consider the 
offer.

I am not d isp arag in g re g u la r­ 
ity an d system , w hich are absolutely 
n ecessary if the dom estic m achin ery is 
to ru n com fo rtab ly and sm oothly, but 
th ere is fear of being too zealous in the 
cause, an d silver is a p t to catc h too 
m u ch of this kind of energy. 
To b e­ 
gin with, too m uch ru bb in g of silver d e ­ 
stro y s and blurs the delicately chased 
p attern s, and m an y of the pow ders used 
co n tain m ercury, w hich is very in ju ri­ 
ous, especially to electro plate, as it 
causes the silvering to become brittle 
arid worn. 
T he best thing to do for silver is to 
w ash it w henever it Is used in boiling 
soapsuds, to which should be added a 
little a m m o n ia to increase the b rig h t­ 
ness of the m etal. 
U ntil the soapsuds 
are sufficiently cool to allow the hands 
to be p u t in th e w afer stir the silver 
very gently in the pan w ith a clean, old 
wooden spoon. 
As soon as the articles 
are w ashed rinse them In more clean, 
hot w ater. 
W hen thoroughly rinsed, 
d ry quickly to avoid w a te r m arks. 
As 
soon as they are d ry and while they are 
still hot rub vigorously w ith a cham ois 
skin. If this tre a tm e n t Is given, once a 
m o n th Is often enough for a reg u lar 
clean. 
F o r th e serious “clean” th e following 
m ix tu re 
is 
recom m ended: 
To 
two 
oun< es of F rench (p repared) chalk add 
o n e -q u a rte r of an ounce of am m onia, 
four ounces of alcohol an d two ounces 
of w ater.

Spoons are especially liable to become 
stained, egg spoons being easily t a r ­ 
nished by the su lp h u r contained in the 
egg itself. 
W hen th is is the case, they 
should be rubbed up wdth a little fine 


T eapots seldom receive proper a t t e n ­ 
tion. T hey should be rinsed out d ire c t­ 
ly a fte r using w ith bolling w ater.

prevent a ny suggestion of a m usty, d is­ 
agreeable odor, w hich W'ould give the 
next brew of tea a m ost u n p leasan t 
taste, they should once a week be rllltd 
over night w ith boiling w ater to which 
is added a lum p of soda the T.ze of a 
nut.

R h u b a rb contains 
oxalic acid and also m alic ai id, the 
mixt UK’ giving its excessive sourness. 
The acids of w atercress are various. 
They are not nearly so keen as In rh u ­ 
barb, and their action is som ew hat 
covered by the sh arp ta s te of the vola­ 
tile oil in w atercress, such oil being 
entirely absent in rhu barb , so th a t the 
w ork of its ucids are not softened or a l­ 
tered a t all. 
'Phis oil in w atercress Is In som ew hat 
fair quantity, though not in am ount 
enough to make its presence felt as oil. 
It Is distributed ab o u t the tender leaf 
and sta lk In the shape of tiny flavor 
bodies, each sm all m ite of oleaginous 
nature. 
The pungency owned by these 
flavor bodies is derived from the keen 
n a tu re of the race w hence the w a te r­ 
cress springs. 
This race is th a t of the cross; hence 
the w ord “cress,” w hich in one of Uh 
m eanings has reference to th e cross 
shape seen in the flowers of all the 
plan ts of the extensive fam ily of C ru ­ 
c i f e r , the eros# carriers.

eases were run down by mem ebers of 
the investigating committee of the te x ­ 
tile council a n d it was found th.%t th** 
ap pli cants hud not worked in the mills 
and had been receiving assis tance from 
the city for mor e th a n a year. 
Iii vi«*w 
of this fact it was n a tu r al that the i n ­ 
vestigating committee of textile council 
should form the impression 
that Mr. 
Courtney ha d sent lh** people to textile* 
h e a d q u a r t e r s in order to relieve 
the 
c tty of the responsibility and expense 
of aiding them. 
A fu rth e r Investiga­ 
tion, how ever, 
proved that the appli­ 
c an ts were impostors.

”1 am a member of local 48, and lf 
I can get a job I will be driving again 
week after next. 
‘‘Driving a coal wagon is healthy 
work, and I shall sleep and eat regu­ 
larly, and then my eyes will be given 
a rest,” 
In January, 1902, Albert Young and a 
few other members of the team drivers* 
international union seceded and form ­ 
ed the team sters’ national union. The 
success of this new organization 
has 
been one of th*' rem arkable things in 
the history of organized labor. Young 
was elected president, and has held 
the nfllec ever since. 
Within a year and four months 40,- 
000 drivers have been organized; 30,000 1 
of them in Chicago are working under 
wage agreem ents that 
make strikes 
almost an impossibility. 
The average 
rate of pay has been raised from $10 
a week to $14 
and the w-ork day re­ 
duced from 12 and 16 hours a day to 
to hours, with pay for overtime.

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HOW TO KEEP SILVER AND JEWELRY IN GOOD CONDITION 


O 


NE phase of life’s little ironies is 
found in the scarcity of serv­ 
ants and In the multiplication of 
our personal and household be­ 
longings which demand more 
constant care and attention. 
Many a r­ 
ticles formerly considered luxuries have 
In this extravagant and expansive age 
of ours 
taken upon themselves the 
names and requirements of necessities. 
Not the least of these is the enormous 
quantities of plate or silver we use 
even in comparatively simple homes 
for the dinner table, dressing table and 
as ornaments throughout the house. 
The keeping of silver in good condi­ 
tion alone requires a great deal of care 
and not a little work, and where serv­ 
ants are not plentiful as blackberries in 
summ er any method by which a m axi­ 
mum of cleanliness and brilliance is a t­ 
tained with a minimum of labor will 
be received by the housewife with a p ­ 
plause. 
It may seem rather contradictory to 
say that in nine households out of ten 
where silver is cared for at all it is 
cleaned 
far too often. 
Many rigid 
housekeepers have a certain day for 
doing certain things; system Is their 
household god. 
A room is swept on a 
particular day even should there be 
nothing to gather up but the nap of the 
carpet. 
I am not disparaging regular­ 
ity and system, which are absolutely 
necessary if the domestic machinery is 
to run comfortably and smoothly, but 
there is fear of being too zealous in the 
cause, and stiver is apt to catch too 
much of this kind of energy. 
To be­ 
gin with, too much rubbing of silver de­ 
stroys and blurs the delicately chased 
patterns, and many of the powders used 
contain mercury, which is very injuri­ 
ous, especially to electro plate, as it 
causes the silvering to become brittle 
and worn. 
The best thing to do for silver is to 
wash it whenever it is used in boiling 
soapsuds, to which should be added a 
little am m onia to increase the bright­ 
ness of the metal. 
Until the soapsuds 
are sufficiently cool to allow the hands 
to be put in the water stir the silver 
very gently In the pan with a clean, old 
wooden spoon. 
As soon as the articles 
are washed rinse them In more clean, 
hot water. 
When thoroughly rinsed, 
dry quickly to avoid w ater marks. 
As 
soon as they are dry and while they are 
still hot rub vigorously with a chamois 
skin. If this treatm ent is given, once a 
month Is often enough for a regular 
clean. 
For the serious “clean” the following 
m ixture 
is 
recommended: 
To 
two 
ounces of French (prepared) chalk add 
one-quarter of an ounce of ammonia, 
four ounces of alcohol and two ounces 
of water. 
Add to this when the chalk 
and water are entirely Incorporated ten 
grains of cyanide of potassium dis­ 


solved in two ounces of water. To give 
a pleasant odor twenty drops of oil of 
sassafras may be put in. 
To apply pour a little In a saucer, dip 
in the end of a soft brush anil go over 
the surface of the article. If it is deep- 


salt and thi n washed in the ordinary 
way. 
Saltcellars, unless glass lined, 
are apt to become disfigured by green 
and black stains if th** salt Is allowed 
to remain long in the holder. 
The 
homeopathic principle of like curing 
like applies perfectly in this instance. 
F ru it and other acid stains should 
never be left on silver, as the result is 
apt to be disastrous. 
This Is the case 
with cake baskets. If rich and buttery 
cakes are left in them, the grease soak­ 
ing through turns the metal green.

W hen oxidised 
silver Is very much discolored, a solu­ 
tion of one ounce of sulphate of soda 
dissolved in a pint of boiling w ater ap ­ 
plied with a flannel rag will be found 
efficacious in removing the stains. 
To prevent silver from 
tarnishing 
place a few lumps of cam phor In the 
box containing the articles. 
If silver la 
to be stored for any length of time, it 
should be cleaned thoroughly and put Iii 
cotton flannel bags th at can be tightly 
closed. To make assurance doubly sure

There Is always an appetizing ap ­ 
pearance about a plate of fresh, green 
watercress, dainty and cool, tender and 
pungent. When made up Into tempting 
sandwiches, the plate usually leaves the 
table empty. 
When the watercress season begins 
In spring, people's systems are usually 
a little run down through want of green 
garden 
vegetables 
and 
fresh 
fruit. 
There has been strain put upon the or­ 
gans of the body by the cold. Tho blood 
has used up many of Its acids und salts 
and needs to replenish them. 
In 
watercress there Is a pleasant 
m eans of providing the blood with a 
good supply of natural salts, potashes 
and ad d s. 
This quick growing water 
plant Is more largely endowed with 
such m atters than any other vegetable, 
excepting alone spinach, the notable 
mineral giver. 
One would not consider the w ater­ 
cress to be possessed of more Halts and 
a d d s than the sour rhubarb, another of 
s p r i n g ’s food medicines, yet it contains 
twice the quantity. 
Rhubarb contains 
oxalic acid and also malic ad d , the 
m ixture giving Its excessive sourness. 
The a d d s of watercress are various. 
They are not nearly so keen as In rhu­ 
barb. and their action is somewhat 
covered by the sharp taste of the vola­ 
tile oil In watercress, such oil being 
entirely absent In rhubarb, so that the 
work of its a d d s are not softened or al­ 
tered at all. 
This oil In watercress Is In somewhat 
fair quantity, though not in amount 
enough to make its presence felt as oil. 
It is distributed about the tender leaf 
and stalk in the shape of tiny flavor 
bodies, each small mite of oleaginous 
nature. The pungency owned by these 
flavor bodies Is derived from the keen 
nature of the race whence the w ater­ 
cress springs. 
This i‘ace is that of the cross; hence 
the word “cress,” which in one of its 
meanings has reference to the cross 
shape seen In the flowers of all the 
plants of the extensive family of Cru- 
ctfera, the cross carriers.

of Miss Thaw amounting to about one- 
half of the whole estate has been by 
consent of herself and Lord Yarmouth 
formed Into a third tru st to be managed 
by th«> Fidelity Title & T rust company 
of Pittsburg, together with one individ­ 
ual trustee. 
‘‘The income from all three tru sts will 
he paid to the countess of Yarmouth ex­ 
cept a siTui ll complimentary 
fractional 
income (nothing like what, at various 
times, has been stated) which she, w ith­ 
out suggestion from the other side, a l­ 
loted to the earl himself. 
"In case of lier death it is arranged 
th at the income from about one-flfth of 
her total estate will be paid over to or in­ 
vested for the benefit, the title and estate 
of H ertford town, to which, should he 
outlive his father, the earl will succeed. 
"These are the plain, unvarnished facts 
given through the Associated Press by 
Mrs. Thaw herself. At no time has there 
been any hitch whatever bacauan of finan­ 
cial questions; neither has there been any 
demand made by the earl or his family, 
the whole being arranged by Miss Thaw 
and her immediate family, as a 
proper 
recognition of the position the earl and 
his countess will occimy. ’

Among the inc* icem ents offered these 
companies is IO years rental of the E.

In addition to this the 
coat of moving both factories will be 
paid by North Brookfield people. 
Although these companies m ay bring

By Associated Press to The Sun 
BOSTON, April 29.—The 
discovery 
of the cause of sm all-pox, an achieve­ 
m ent which will bring immortal r e ­ 
nown to Boston and will credit the 
pathological departm ent of the H a r­ 
vard Medical school with one of the 
greatest contributions to medical sci­ 
ence of the age. w as announced last 
evening before the Boston Society of 
Medical Sciences a t the H arvard M ed­ 
ical school by Dr. 
William 
Thom as 
Councilman, 
S hattuck 
professor 
of 
pathological anatom y In that in stitu ­ 
tion. 
It has been determ ined that sm all­ 
pox Is caused by a 
micro-organism, 
representative o f the lowest form of 
animal life, which serves to relate the 
disease with m alaria, and to 
distin­ 
guish it from m any other infectious 
diseases caused by minute 
forms 
of 
vegetable life known as bacteria. 
The 
announcem ent is the outcome of an In­ 
vestigation conducted by Dis. Council­ 
man, George Burgess Magrath, assist­ 
an t in pathology, and W alter Remsen 
Brinckernoff of the city hospital staff, 
with the co-operation of 
the Boston 
board of health, during the recent epi­ 
demic of the disease in this city. 
The largest am phitheatre 
of 
the 
medical school was jammed with m em ­ 
bers of the society, visiting physicians 
and medical students, who gave the 
discoverers a trem endous ovation, both 
before and after 
the 
reading of 
the 
report. 
A fter the reading of various other 
medical papers, Dr. Councilman 
was 
presented by Dr. H. C. Ernst, who p re­ 
sided, as being one of the favored few 
small bodies about a micron in 
in this world who are able to offer the j ter, 
structureless 
at 
first, 
highest additions to hum an knowledge. 
The title of the report was "The A eti­ 
ology of Small-pox." 
Dr. Councilman began by expressing 
his thanks to the Boston Board 
of 
Health, and especially to Dr. Durgin, 
whose liberal policy made it possible 
during the recent epidemic to carry on 
the investigations clinically in the hos­ 
pitals.

"The best description of the bodies 
In the lesions has been made in J a n u ­ 
ary, 1902, by Vaselevsky, a foreigner, 
who maintained the view, which is 
now disproved, th at the cause of the 
disease was due to the products of cel­ 
lular degeneration. 
"In the first stages of the work we 
had to study the products of the dis­ 
ease, namely, the filth of the virus. 
This study, however, w as not sufficient 
to detect the casual 
organism 
and 
yielded nothing. 
We then turned our 
attention to the bacteria in the vesi­ 
cles, m aking an anatom ical study of 
the lesions. 
From negative results of 
bacteria, we were convinced th a t the 
casual organism s were not bacteria. 
We found organism s with perfect per­ 
iods of development." 
The discoverer then described 
the 
various regular stages in the progress 
of smallpox: First, the period of in­ 
cubation. foil ow'cd by fever and delir­ 
ium, which lasts for three days, and 
finally, the typical eruption, which con­ 
tinues for a considerable time. During 
the following secondary fever the pa­ 
tient m ay either recover or die. 
In 
the first lesions of this period are found 
the first traces of 
the v e s i c l e s under 
consideration. In m any cases the con­ 
tents of these vesicles become cloudy 
and form in typical pustules.

ture; the cells harden: the nuclei-break 
up and disappear and

"In the second cycle there is evidence 
of sexual differentiation; but as yet we 
have been unable to distinguish the 
male from the female." 
The next part of the report discussed 
the relation of the work to vaccinia. 
CALF HAS VACCINIA. 
"In vaccinia,’* said Dr. 
Councilman, 
"we 
have an organism which 
goes 
through the first cycle, and that is all. 
The second sycle takes place in small­ 
pox. 
In vaccinia we have never found 
lntra-nuclear development. 
"When a calf is exposed to the virus 
of smallpox it becomes afflicted with vac­ 
cinia and not with smallpox. A rabbit is 
susceptible to vaccinia and not to small­ 
pox. 
A monkey, however, is susceptible 
to smallpox. 
In the rabbit we And but 
the first cycle; In the monkey we find 
the two cycles. 
"It rn possible that we may lie mis- 
taken in this theory, but it is not prob­ 
able. We are sure of tho process of the 
development of the smallpox spore, which 
Is the infecting agent." 
The lecturer then related how by what 
seemed an act of Providence the Har­ 
vard experimenters wen* directed to Prof. 
Botkins of Columbia, who was making a 
study of these same organisms, and wffio 
when shown a specimen of the protozoa, 
which troubled them, was sure at first 
sight that the body was an nmoeoa. 
‘It is impossible," said the benefactor 
of humanity, "to regard these forms as 
any but animal organisms. 
As they are 
not capable of cultivation, we are handi­ 
capped In a way by having-to study them 
from the stages of the disease. 
It Is Im­ 
possible to find the organism in the pus." 
Be stated that streptococcus

in all severe cases of smallpox.
